Stratham has been generous to the children in- other matters 
than these three essentials, matters which contribute so much and 
so evidently to good schools; I refer to buildings, books, fuel, 
roads, etc. But the time has come, I think, for more extensive 
repairs and improvements than have been made recently. The 
Winnicutt school is in great need of more light. Of course it re- 
quires only a moment’s reflection to make us realize the importance i y 
of our childrens’ eyes, now and in later life. If a tree were removed ~ tins ‘Ne 
on the north side of the school and an extra window inserted there, __ Sha. 
a remedy would be had for what is now almost an intolerable | 
condition at certain seasons. This building should be painted on 
the outside and inside, the underpinning should be repaired, and — 
its comfort. for the ahitvert most of whom now are small should _ 
be brought to the maximum by putting a jacket on the stove 
and placing the stove in the proper place in the room. ‘The desk 
should be replaced by new ones or refinished. The plaster of the 
Ridge School should be whitened and the desk tops refinished. 
A jacket on the stove at the Plains School would add greatly to 
the comfort of the pupils there. The varnish on the desks at this 
school is nearly worn off and should be renewed. 


The use to which the Wwitmeate School is being put at the present. 
time, that of :;community gatherings, is very much worth while.
